CINNAMON TREE BARK. 


It Curia Up lato'Q uilla When Drlad In 
the Sun. 
s 
The cinnamon tree grows to a height 
of from twenty to thirty feet an^ ^ 
<oometimes eighteen inches ia thick­ 
ness. 
The leaves are from fear to sis 
inches in 
length, oval shaped and 
marked with three principal nerve*. 
Jt'hey taste very much like cloves. 
Cinnamon flowers are of a beautiful 
*Mwilky gray on the outside and a light 
yellow on the inside. 
The fruit is a 
■mall acorn shaped drupe, and when 
ripe it is quite brown. 
tt is, however, the bark of the cinna­ 
mon tree that makes it valuable. 
The 
finest comes from the island of Cey­ 
lon. where they have two seasons of 
cinnamon harvest 
T he first season 
begins in April and the last la Novem­ 
ber. 
The branches of three to the 
years’ growth are cut dow u. and the 
epidermis is carefully scraped away. 
Then the bark is ripped up lengths is© 
with a knife and gradually loosened 
until it may be easily rem oved. 
The slices of bhrk are then placed in 
f 
the sun to dry, and as they dry they 
-^•wrfjurl up into quills. 
The next thing is 
to examine and arrange the cinnamon 
according to its quality. 
I he persons 
whose work it is to exam ine the cinna­ 
mon are obliged for this purpose to 
taste and chew it, although in a short 
time it produces a very painful effect 
on their mouths and tongues. 
As the cinnamon quills are examined 
* the smaller ones are inserted Into the 
larger, and the whole is then tied up in 
bundles weighing about eighty-eight 
pounds each. 
In Ceylon the oil of cinnamon is usu­ 
ally prepared by grinding the coarsest 
pieces of bark, soaking this powder 
In sea w ater for two or three days and 
then distilling. Two oils pass over, one 
lighter, the other heavier, than water.

His coming means the application 
of factory methods to the farm. 
It

foreshadows 
the 
lmmeasureable 
growth of power as applied to the 
work of the farm, Increasing thereby 
not only the output, but also the 
demand for a labor that must be 
skilled in order to hold its own. 
It 
portends close, effective co-operation 
between farmers, and the advent of a 
new factor Into industrial, and pos­ 
sibly Into political life, viz; the farm­ 
er as an organized unit. The present 
forecasts a future of a largely 
In­ 
creased number of small farms, espe­ 
cially near the great markets, on the 
one hand, and great estates—either 
privately, or co-operatively controlled, 
on the other.

We should begin to look these so­ 
cial facts soberly In the face and to 
shape our course of action according­ 
ly. Let ne begin to build our homes, 
our barns, our schools, and our neigh­ 
borhood organisations not for the mo­ 
ment, but rather with a eye to the 
future. 
Let us shape our business 
along solid rather than on 
showy 
lines—work into good stock, organ­ 
ise co-operatively for mutual benefit 
along every possible line,, study the 
large economics of the business, and 
educate oar boys and girls to beat 
out record lf they can.

Reindeer meat from Alaska may be 
a food common to the American table 
In the near future to supplement the 
dwindling beef supply. 
This was the 
opinion expressed by William F. Lopp, 
in charge of the government’s rein­ 
deer service, who has just returned 
from a 14,000-mile tour of inspection 
through Alaska on behalf of the .Unit­ 
ed States bureau of education, which 
administers the reindeer in the north­ 
ern peninsula. 
“A commercial shipment of reindeer 
meat, the first made into this country, 
has just been received 
at 
Seattle,” 
said Mr. Lopp. “In 25 Tears from now 
at the present rate of increase there 
should be. 3,000,000 prime beef rein­ 
deer in Alaska on which the people 
of this country can depend for much 
of their flesh diet. 
‘In taste reindeer meat is a cross 
between mutton and beef, but more 
palatable than either. 
Reindeer can 
be raised more cheaply than cattle, 
because they will thrive on wastes so 
barren that even goats would starve 
there. There are 400,000 square miles 
of frozen tundra in Alaska, fit for 
nothing else, but which as reindeer 
ranches would provide abundant pas­ 
turage for 10,000,000 of the animals. 
"Reindeer raising,” Mr. Lopp ex­ 
plained, "was introduced into Alaska 
about 20 years ago by the government, 
originally as a benevolent and educa­ 
tional enterprise, to raise the civiliza­ 
tion of the natives from the hunting 
to the pastoral stage. *There are 33,- 
000 of the animals there, of which 
20,000 belong to the natives.”
